FORT  WORTH,  Texas  (BP  and 
local  reports)  -  Movie  tough 
guy  Marshall  Teague  has  a  ten¬ 
der  spot  for  his  lead  role  in  Last 
Once  of  Courage,  the  just-re¬ 
leased  movie  written  and  exec¬ 
utive  produced  by  Richard  and 
Gina  Headrick,  members  of  Sa¬ 
lem  Heights  Church,  Laurel. 

If  it’s  the  last  role  he  ever 
plays,  “my  life  as  an  actor  would 
be  complete,"  the  veteran  actor 
told  Baptist  Press. 

The  movie,  which  opened  in 
t.aoo  theaters  nationwide  on 
Sept.  14,  tells  the  story  of  Bob 
Revere  (played  by  Teague),  a 
combat  veteran  who  suffered 
the  loss  of  his  son  14  years  earli¬ 
er.  Revere,  a  part-time  pharma¬ 
cist  and  part-time  mayor  in  the 
fictional  town  of  Mt.  Columbus, 
is  mired  in  complacency  until 
his  grandson  challenges  him  to 
take  a  stand  for  faith  and  free¬ 
dom. 

Revere  begins  by  using  his 
position  as  mayor  to  restore 
Christmas  displays  to  public 
buildings  in  Mt.  Columbus.  En¬ 
ter  Warren  Hammerschmidt 
(played  by  ex-NFL  great  Fred 
WilUamson)  from  D.C.,  leader 
of  a  powerful  civil  liberties  or¬ 
ganization,  to  challenge  Bob’s 
right  to  restore  Christmas. 

Last  Ounce  of  Courage  could 
be  “this  year's  ‘Courageous," 
a  20-something  attendee  said 
after  a  screening  of  the  film  at 
Southwestern  Seminary  in  Fort 
Worth  on  Aug.  31.  Another  de¬ 
scribed  the  movie  as  “very  mov¬ 
ing  and  inspirational.  It  baa  a 
great  message.  We’ve  been  si¬ 
lent  way  too  long." 

Courageous  m  the  name  of 
a  Christian  movie  produced  by 
Sherwood  Church  in  Albany. 
Ga.  The  church  has  produced 
a  line  of  successful  Christian 
movies  over  the  past  several 
years  that  include  Facing  the 
Giants,  Fireproof,  and  Coura¬ 
geous. 

Last  Ounce  all  started  with 
sweatshirts.  Evangelist  Bailey 
Smith  asked  friends  Richard 
and  Gina  Headrick,  owners 
of  a  Laurel,  Mississippi-based 
advertising  and  signage  en¬ 
terprise  and  members  of  First 
Church,  Laurel,  to  print  sweat¬ 
shirts  saying:  “Christmas  is  not 
just  a  holiday  —  it’s  a  holy  day.' 
People  could  wear  the  sweat¬ 
shirts  to  office  parties  and  holi¬ 
day  gatherings,  taking  a  public 
stand  for  Jesus  in  a  world  in¬ 
creasingly  antagonistic  to  ex¬ 
pressions  of  faith. 

The  idea  inspired  the  Head¬ 
ricks  to  write  and  publish  a 
small  booklet.  Keeping  Christ 
in  Christmas,  later  commis¬ 
sioning  an  audio  CD.  The  Hen¬ 
dricks  provided  the  material 
to  actor/writer/producer  Dar¬ 
rel  Campbell,  whose  lengthy 
resume  includes  the  film.  The 
Pistol,  and  projects  for  Disney 
and  ESPN. 

Campbell  initially  wanted  to 
produce  a  short  video  based  on 
the  booklet  for  use  in  churches.

a  longer  production, 
a  greater  vision. 

"The  Loro  spoke,  ‘I  will 
give  you  a  story  for  a  movie," 
Richard  Headrick  said.  It  was 
a  Thursday  evening.  By/ the 
following  Monday  morning, 
the  plot  was  finished.  Camp¬ 
bell,  who  appears  in  the  film 
in  a  comic  role,  then  wrote  the 
screenplay. 

“Dairei  took  a  sow's  ear  and 
made  it  into  a  silk  purse,'  said 
Richard  Headrick,  whose  pierc¬ 
ing  blue  eyes,  folksy  humor, 
ana  Willie  Nelson  ponytail 
made  him  perfect  for  a  cameo 
role  in  the  movie. 

Campbell  enlisted  a  Los  An¬ 
geles  casting  agency,  assembled 
the  first  of  three  crews,  and  di¬ 
rected  shooting  in  Paola,  Kan. 

Teague's  name  surfaced  for 
the  lead  when  a  friend  who 
had  worked  with  him  in  1089's 
Road  House  recommended  him 
to  casting  directors.  “You  don't 
know  what  his  [Marshall's] 
heart  is,"  the  friend  told  the  ex¬ 
ecutives,  who  only  knew  Teague 
as  a  movie  tough  guy. 

Teague  was  immediately 
enthusiastic.  “I  knew  from  the 
second  I  read  the  script  that  it 
was  special,*  the  actor  said.  “I 
was  blessed  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  play  the  role  and  to  do 
something  different  —  to  look 
people  in  the  eye  and  tell  them 
the  truth  from  my  heart.' 


The  Headricks  sold  prop¬ 
erty,  recruited  investors,  even 
moved  to  Kansas  for  the  film¬ 
ing.  Eventually  Kevin  McAfee 
was  brought  in  to  direct  the 
second  part  of  the  film.  McAfee, 
founder  of  Veritas  and  former 
CEO  of  Every  Tribe  Entertain¬ 
ment,  has  a  resume  as  a  music 
and  film  producer  as  compre¬ 
hensive  as  Campbell's. 

An  ordained  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  minister  who  served  11 
years  as  a  media  minister, 
McAfee  had  produced  the  films. 
End  of  the  Spear,  and  Beyond 
the  Gates  of  Splendor.  McAfee 
broadened  the  scope  of  Last 
Ounce  of  Courage,  taking  pro¬ 
duction  to  Washington,  D.C., 
and  Silverton,  Colo.,  among 
other  locations.  McAfee  also 
handled  the  film's  post  produc¬ 
tion. 

The  movie  was  finished  in 
2008,  coinciding  with  the  na¬ 
tion’s  economic  downturn. 
"[The  film]  was  'in  the  can,” 
Richard  Headrick  said.  “It  sat 
there...  We  didn't  know  what  to 
do  with  ’L" 

*We  thought  we  had  the 
world’s  mos.‘  expensive  DVD 
on  our  shelves  *  Gina  Headrick 
said. 

Efforts  to  promote  the  movie 
generated  little  interest  until  an 
individual  at  a  2012  screening 
at  Universal  Studios  in  Califor¬ 
nia  offered  to  finance  the  dis¬ 
tribution.  To  encourage  Chris-

bans  to  participate  in  public 
affairs,  the  anonymous  inves¬ 
tor  stipulated  the  film  be  in 
theaters  before  the  November 
2012  elections.  Veritas  and  the 
Headricks  agreed. 

McAfee  downplayed  the 
movie's  political  implications, 
saying,  "This  is  not  a  film  for 
Republicans,  Democrats,  or 
Independents.  It  is  a  film  for 
Americans,*  addressing  the  na¬ 
tion's  embattled  religious  free¬ 
dom.

With 
the  Headricks’  many  business 
and  media  ventures,  they  are 
seldom  still.  Company  spokes¬ 
person  Lance  Chancellor  said 
95%  of  Headrick  corporate 
profits  go  to  support  mission¬ 
ary  and  nonprofit  work  toward 
encouraging  people  to  make  a 
difference. 

The  producers  call  Last 
Ounce  of  Courage  an  intergen- 
erational  film,  with  ‘something 
for  every  age  group,"  as  Gina 
Headrick  put  it.  From  teen  ac¬ 
tors  Hunter  Gomez  and  Jenna 
Boyd  to  seasoned  Hollywood 
veterans  Teague  and  Jennifer 
O’Neill,  the  film's  talent  pool  is

At  Southwestern  Seminary, 
a  pre-screening  gala  was  hosted 
by  the  Headricks,  Veritas,  and 
the  seminary.  Some  200  guests 
dined  on  Texas  fare:  brisket, 
combread,  beans,  and  pecan 
pie.  Richard  Headrick  regaled 
the  audience  with  an  account  of 
the  movie's  history,  introduc¬ 
ing  producers,  actors,  and  Veri¬ 
tas  partners  in  attendance. 

Headrick  also  made  special 
presentations  to  individuals 


significant  to  the  film.  Ste¬ 
ven  Smith,  dean  of  the  College 
at  Southwestern,  accepted  a 
plaque  for  his  father,  Bailey 
Smith,  whose  yearning  to  keep 
Christ  in  Christmas  originally 
inspired  the  project. 

While  the  name  of  the  film’s 
main  character  suggests  the  pa¬ 
triot  silversmith  Paul  Revere, 
the  Headricks  based  the  char¬ 
acter  of  Bob  Revere  on  their 
friend  Bob  Kendrick,  longtime 
missionary  to  El  Salvador.  Pre¬ 
senting  Kendrick  with  a  plaque 
at  the  gala,  Headrick  said, 
“Bob  never  backed  up.  He  has 
planted  hundreds  of  churches, 
trained  hundreds  of  pastors 
and  begun  Bible  institute*  in  EJ 
Salvador  (via  Kendrick  Minis¬ 
tries  J.  He  is  an  example  of  what 
one  man  with  courage  can  do 
for  God.* 

Dorothy  Patterson,  wife  of 
Southwestern  Seminary's  pres¬ 
ident  and  professor  of  theology 
in  women's  studies,  also  was 
recognized  by  Headrick,  who 
said  ne  modeled  the  character 
of  Reveres  wife  Dottie  after 
Patterson,  noting,  “Behind  ev¬ 
ery  successful  man  is  a  good 
woman." 

The  dinner  concluded  with 
remarks  from  seminary  presi¬ 
dent  Paige  Patterson,  who  also 
requested  prayer  for  military 
chaplains  trained  at  Southwest¬ 
ern  Seminary. 

The  guests  then  joined  more 
than  500  others  in  Southwest¬ 
ern’s  Truett  Auditorium  for  a 
screening  of  the  film,  followed 
by  remarks  by  director  McAfee 
and  introductions  of  cast,  crew, 
and  producers  and  recognition 
of  military  veterans  in  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

McAfee  made  an  appeal  to 
audience  members  to  encour¬ 
age  friends  and  neighbors  to 
see  Last  Ounce  in  theaters.  An 
autograph  session  followed 
with  Teague  and  o*her  actors  in 
the  film.

Faith  &  Politics 


Baptists  have  historically, 
and  correctly  so,  supported 
the  view  that  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment  to  the  U.S.  Constitution 
guarantees  the  civil  right  to 
religious  liberty.  Baptists  be¬ 
lieve  that  religious  liberty  can 
be  exercised  not  only  inside 
the  church  but  also  outside 
the  church  —  from  main  street 
to  Wall  Street,  from  town  hall 
to  Capitol  Hill,  and  from  your 
house  to  the  White  House. 

Before  ratification  of  the 
First  Amendment  in  1791,  the 
dominant  religion  in  a  colony, 
such  as  Congregationalism 
or  Anglicanism,  was  the  of¬ 
ficial  government-sponsored 
religion.  This  was  the  case  in 
over  half  of  the  original  thir¬ 
teen  colonies. 

These  colonies  imposed 
taxes  on  early  Americans  to 
fund  state-based  religion, 
and  there  was  no  freedom  to 
exercise  any  other  religion. 


For  example,  in  Virginia  the 
official  state  religion  was

This 
meant  that  if  humanity  could 
not  rationalize,  explain,  or 
scientifically  confirm  some¬ 
thing  (such  as  the  divinity 
of  Jesus,  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  creation  of 
the  world  from  nothing)  then

This  idea  manifested 
itself  with  the  1947  ruling  by 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  in 
Everson  v.  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  The  high  court  not  only 
misinterpreted  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  but  also  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son’s  statement  on  a  wall  of 
separation  between  church 
and  state.  The  high  court 
erred  in  judgmer.'.  when  they 
said  the  ‘First  Amendment 
has  erected  a  wall  between 
church  and  state.  That  wall 
must  be  kept  high  and  im¬ 
pregnable.  We  could  not  ap¬ 
prove  the  slightest  breach. 

The  wall  of  separation  is  to 
protect  the  church  from  the 
government,  not  the  govern¬ 
ment  from  the  church. 

In  2000,  the  Supreme 
Court  in  Santa  Fe  Indepen¬ 
dent  School  District  v.  Doe 
handed  down  a  decision  that 
student-led.  student-initiated 
prayer  at  high  school  sport¬ 
ing  events  violates  the  Es¬ 
tablishment  Clause  of  the 
First  Amendment.  This  is  yet 
another  incremental  step  in 
limiting  religious  liberty  and 
is  a  result  of  Everson  v.  Board 
of  Education  above. 

In  2010,  the  Patient  Protec¬ 
tion  and  Affordable  Care  Act, 
known  as  Obamacare,  was 
signed  into  law  by  President 
Obama.  This  legislation  was 
also  upheld  as  a  tax  bv  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  this  year. 
Obamacare  is  a  frontal  as¬ 
sault  on  religious  liberty.  Not 
because  it  is  seen  as  social¬ 
ized  medicine,  but  because 
it  imposes  a  federal  tax  upon 
Americans  in  order  to  make 
abortion  services  available  to 
the  masses.  It  also  mandates 
religious  organizations  to 
provide  health  insurance  that 
pays  for  those  abortions. 

What  needs  to  happen 
today  is  for  people  to  exer¬ 
cise  their  religious  liberty  to 
influence  civil  government.
